Where to Browse 


In general, the areas of Manhattan that offer the 
greatest concentration of art and antiques are: SoHo 
along West Broadway, with many galleries scattered 
throughout this artsy area; Greenwich Village concen- 
trated in the area bordered by Broadway, University 
Place, 10th and 13th Streets, and heavily scattered 
through the vicinity; Chelsea around Ninth Avenue in 
the 20s; 57th Street from about Third to Fifth Avenues 
(many shops are above street level, so explore building 
directories); Second Avenue in the 20s, 50s and 60s; 
Lexington Avenue from the 60s to the 80s; Madison 
Avenue from the 60s to the 80s (check building directo- 
ries and cross streets toward Fifth and Park Avenues); 
and the Upper West Side on Columbus Avenue from 
the 60s to the 80s. Art galleries often keep shorter 
hours or close during June, July and August. Be sure to 
call in advance during summer months.
